TEN THOUSAND LIVES LOST.
Chinese Suffer Terribly .by Typhoon—Many
Islands Cleared of Thoir Inhabitants.

Viotoria, B. ©., Ostehsr 8, —The
ateamer Tartar, which arrived last night
from the Orient. brought the news from
SBuanghai that the loss of life of the
natives of the island at the mouth of the
Yang-Tse river, as a result of a typhoon
at the bezinning of September, was tre~
mendous, ¢ :

The North China Daily News, of
Shavghai, says: '

“To the enst of Tamwagming, - two
islands, oue called Yaowshwa, the other
Shibiousha, distant about 20 miles fiom
Woosung, have suffered much from. the
typlhoon, nearly all the inhabitants hav-
ing been swept away. '

“Tho ialauds have only been inhab-
ited for a short time, a8 they are of re-
cent formation, and are not much above
high water mark. It is reported that
nearly 10,000 people have Seen drowned
on these two islande and the smaller
islands adjacent, ‘Tamagmiog itsolf has
not suffered much, being well above the
high water mark.”

T'he Shanghai papers say that the
damage to the Canndian Paciflo railroad
liner, Empress of Japan, by the typhoom
will necessitate the expenditure of $100,-
000 for repanirs. During the storm the
steamer Pechili, formerly the Rio Grande
du 80l, foundered near the mouth of the
Yeog-Tse.

Her crew of fifty-four was saved by the
German steamer Alonga, whose officera
and crew did heroic work, but the Chi-
nese were drowned.
